101.   CHAIN  OF  COMMAND. — a,   Several  instances  have  occurred  recently 
where  the  Chain  of  Command  is  not  being  followed o   One  involved 
attaching  an  enlisted  man  to  a  non -regimental  unit  without  having  the 
request  go  to  regiment  for  approval  or  disapproval.   Another  instance 
involved  a  request  attaching  an  officer  from  one  unit  to  another 
without  going  through  squadron  or  regiment.   In  still  another  instance, 
decision  was  given  to  a  commander  by  the  appropriate  command  authority 
and  then  the  individual  circumvented  the  command  authority  and  went  to 
the  next  higher  commander  without  informing  the  intermediate  commander. 
This  all  makes  for  a  very  confusing  way  to  conduct  business  in  an 
effective  manner. 

b.   The  use  of  the  Chain  of  Command  is  the  very  basis  upon  which 
military  and  civilian  organizations  can  efficiently  and  effectively 
operate,,   To  bypass  these  channels  leads  to  confusion,  misinformation 
and  eventually  actions  not  intended  by  the  appropriate  commanders „

b.  It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  this  office  that  the  procedures 
set  forth  in  above  references  are  apparently  being  misinterpreted  in 
their  application.   The  above  references  provide  instructions  and 
procedures  for  property  accountability  of  individuals  who  are  absent 
and  their  whereabouts  are  unknown  when  all  their  issued  property  cannot 
be  recovered.   There  have  surfaced  numerous  unsettled  individual 
property  accounts  that  have  not  been  adjusted  in  accordance  with  NGR 
735-11  and  the  unit  commander  has  not  been  prompt  in  initiating 
property  settlement  at  the  first  indication  of  prolonged  unexcused 
absence  of  the  individual.   Many  of  these  individuals  have  been 
discharged  for  extended  periods  of  time  at  the  time  the  adjustment 
action  was  initiated,  and  further  delayed  until  the  collection  action 
is  processed.   The  simplified  procedures  outlined  in  above  references 
are  specified  for  use  only  so  long  as  the  individual  is  a  current 
member  of  the  ARNG.   All  actions  regarding  these  procedures  must  be 
completed  prior  to  the  individual's  scheduled  date  of  separation. 

c.  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  government  to  have  these 
actions  forwarded  to  the  USPFO  Military  Pay  Branch  promptly  upon 
completion  of  the  unit's  actions  to  Insure  that  the  debt  is  entered 
on  the  individual's  pay  file  prior  to  separation.   In  the  event  an 
individual  is  discharged  prior  to  the  completed  actions,  the  simplified 
procedures  must  be  terminated  and  Report  of  Survey  action  is  required. 

d.  It  is  essential  that  the  commander  be  alert  to  the  early 
indications  of  the  individual's  Intentions .   The  first  unexcused 
absence  is  an  indicator  to  the  commander  that  a  member  may  absent 
himself  to  further  participation. 

402.   INSTALLATION  OF  CB  RADIOS  IN  ARMY  OWNED  OR  CONTROLLED  VEHICLES. 

a.   The  Chief  of  National  Guard  Bureau  announced  that  DA  policy 
is  that  CB  Radios  will  not  be  installed  In  Army  owned  or  controlled 
vehicles,  including  GSA  and  commercial  leased/rented c 

bo   The  installation  of  CB  Radios  often  results  in  the  vehicle 
being  used  for  other  than  official  purposes  and  also  subjects  the 
vehicle  to  damage  upon  installation  and  removal.   It  further  subjects 
the  vehicle  to  damage  by  pilferage  and  break  in  for  theft  of  the  radio. 

c.   Request  that  all  CB  Radios  be  removed  from  ARNG  owned  and 
controlled  vehicles,  including  GSA  and  commercial  leased/rented 
vehicles.   Further  request  that  all  concerned  be  advised  of  this 
policy.

d.  Any  unit  that  has  submitted  a  DA  Form  12-1IA,  "Requirements 
for  Army  Doctrinal  Publications"  and  filled  in  requirement  blocks  211 
and  216  should  get  these  FM's  on  automatic  issue,,   Otherwise  the  unit 
will  have  to  submit  a  DA  Form  17  to  Baltimore  for  these  pubso   The 
unit  should  then  submit  a  change  on  their  DA  Form  12-11A  so  they 
will  receive  any  future  changes  to  these  FM's,

PETROLEUM  PRODUCTS  SUPPLY  AND  MANAGEMENT  ACTIVITIES , ,— a.   This  message 
is  provided  to  emphasize  the  Army  policy  on  use  of  unleaded  gasoline 
pending  publication  of  the  revision  of  ref,  para  2-4a(3)  of  ref  will 
read  as  follows: 

"Gasoline,  automotive,  unleaded,  W-1690,  (MOGAS  Unleaded) .   MOGAS, 
unleaded  will  be  used  as  the  primary  fuel  for  all  mobile  and  stationary 
ground  materiel  equipped  with  spark-ignition  engines  in  CONUS   Waivers 
to  use  leaded  gasoline  in  CONUS  require  DARCOM  approved .   MOGAS,  unleaded 
"he  primary  fuel  for  all  catalytically  converted  vehicles „   It  will  be 
used  as  the  primary  fuel  in  oversea  areas  if  available  and  supportable 
by  the  logistics  system .   It  is  also  the  primary  fuel  for  portable 
laterns,  heating  and  cooking  equipment  designed  to  be  operated  on  gasoline, 
and  as  emergency  fuel  for  all  turbine  engine?  other  than  aircraft." 

b.   Use  of  regular  leaded  gasoline  is  prohibited  in  CONUS.   Waivers 
for  its  use  on  a  case  by  case  basis  must  be  obtained  from  DARCOM
